New Delhi, the 15th October, 1998 

FU-32/97-IPC.L—1, Liquid fuel based power plants. 

1.1 In pursuance of the private policy launched by the Government of India in October, 1991 and with a view to 
ensuring a quick capacity addition in the background of a likely severe power crisis, the Government had announced vide 
Resolution No. A-27/94-IPC(Vol. IT) dated 6-11-1995 the decision to permit private sector units to set up diesel engine 
generating (DG) units of reciprocating type and using heavy fhel oils such as Heavy Petroleum Stock (HPS), Low Sulphur 
Heavy Stock (LSHS), Heavy Furnace Oil (HFO) and Natural Gas, wherever available, as primary fuel. Subsequently, vide 
Resolution No. C-355/95-IPC.1 dated 14th May, 1996, the use of petroleum coke and vacuum residue as primary fhel for 
power generation in the private sector was also permitted. The Government has reviewed the policy on use of liquid fuels for 
power generation and the following decisions have been taken: 

(i) All non-traditional fhels, such as condensate and orimulsion would be permitted for power generation. 

(ii) USD would be permitted for power generation only as a special case in inaccessible and isolated areas where 
small diesel based capacities are sought to be set up and where use of other fhels is not feasible. 

(iii) FO has already been allowed for use as primary fuel. However, taking into account the environmental impli¬ 
cations, it will be mandatory for new FO based power plants beyond the existing linkages to use Integrated 
Gasification Combined Cycle (1GCC) technology, or any other technology that would bring sulphur content to 
within arafiptahle limits, if the F.O. contains sulphur beyond permissible limits. 

2. Norm* of Operation: 

The norms of operation and Plant Load Factor (PLF) etc. for power plants based on condensate, orimulsion and 
HSD would be as laid down by the Central Electricity Authority (CEA), subject to modifications thereof, if any, under Sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 43 A of the Indian Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948. 

3. Terms and conditions: 

3.1 All the other terms and conditions envisaged in Resolution No. A-27/94-lPC(Vol. II) dated 6th November, 1995 
will apply in the case of power generating plants based on condensate, orimulsion and HSD as primary fhels. However, there 
would be no requirement of 'in-principle* clearance of CEA for new projects.
